The action was described by En- 


sign Frank M. Keathley, 22, of 
Corslcana, Texas, who was Inter- 
viewed at Third 
Naval 
district 


headquarters. He said It was tha 
first battle for all the" gun crew 
members, whose ages ranged from 
17 to 22 and most of whom had 
never been to sea before. 


Tho rescue ship was warned of 


n submarine nearby 
April 
24, 


Keathley said, and since its crew 


j had little training in gunnery the 


captain asked the ensign to man 
the gun. 


"The submarine had to crash dive 


to avoid ramming us. We next saw 
her 200 yards off on the port side 
but she submerged before we could 


t fire. A few minutes later, or about 
' 
40 minutes after she wan first 
sighted, her periscope again ap- 
pear\d again'and we opened fire. 


"O\? first shot was long. Our 


aecont appeared a direct hit and a 
column 
of black smoke 60 feet 


high arose after 
the 
explosion. 


We sent a third shot at the same 
•pot but the submarine was not 
•een after our second shell. We 
think that quite probably the sub. 
marine was damaged and may have 
sunk." 
The ship's crew cheered wildly 


when they saw the effect of the 
shell, Keathley said. 


All Were Rescued. 


Keathley, who was a student at 


North Texas Teachers college un- 
til he left a year ago to enter the 
navy, said that everyone got ofl 
the torpedoed merchant ship safe' 
ly and no one was injured by the 
•xplosions. 


"After the ship went down," he 


•aid, "the sub ordered us to come 
* close, and since they had us cov 


ered by a machine gun we did 
it."

He said tho sub commander hlm- 
t lelf was only about 25. 


"Ho asked us what ship we were 


en, where we were from and what 
cargo we were carrying," Keathley 
said. 


"Then he said he as sorry but 


V that this was war. 
"•' 
'"You're a long way from land," 


he said, 'and I hope you make It 
safely." 
Then ho asked up how 


.much food wo'had and gave us two 
tins of bread, weighing about 30 


, pounds and two pounds of Danish 


butter. 
He spoko broken English 


with a Danish accent." 
Started For Land. 
"We hoisted our red sails and 


•tartcd for land. The only clothes 
we had were those we were wear- 
Ing, but we had a few blankets and 
didn't suffer from the cold or rain 
too much. 


"Wo didn't touch any of our 
water for 22 hours as a precaution- 
ary measure, but there never was 
any doubt that we would make 
shore. As soon as we saw the ship 
which rescued us change course to 
pick us up, we started drinking 
our water and eating our hard- 
tack." 


The officer theorized that the 


lifeboat had made about 60 miles 
the first day, but said that "our 
boat apparently was 
sideslipping 


for we learned that we had cov- 
ered only about five miles in the 
direction of land while covering 
, B6 miles south."

BENNET OUTLINES 
FOUNDATION BLOCKS 
SOIL CONSERVATION 


WASHINGTON"^ F FI CI A L 
SENDS MESSAGE FARMERS 


OF THIS DISTRICT 


The six foundation blocks of tho 


soil conservation war program— 
six ways In which the conserva- 
tion of land resources are short- 
ening the days of Hitler and Hl- 
rohltq—are outlined In a message 
from Dr. H. H. Bennett, chief of 
the department of agriculture soil 
conservation service of Washing- 
ton, 
D. C., to the farmers of the 
Navarro-Hlll loll conservation dis- 
trict. 


"Conservation on this side of 
the ocean means salvation 
for 


those on the other side," declared 
Dr. Bennett, whose 39 years of 
work with soils of the United 
States have caused him to be rec- 
ognized as the world's No. 1 au- 
thority on soil conservation and 
its benefits. 
Here are the six 
ways in which conservation of 
soil and water are hastening the 
day of Allied victory, according; to 
Dr. Bennett: 


First, conservation of soil and 
water means greater yields from 
our cropland and pasture." 
Second, conservation means put- 


ting every acre of land to work 
on the production Job it Is beat 
suited to perform." The Navarro- 
Hlll soil conservation district has 
found that land subject to fre- 
quent overflow, steep hillsides, and 
severely eroded areas may be more 
profitably and safely used as pas- 
ture. 


Third, conservation means 
In- 


creaning the area of tillable land— 
by control of erosion, by drainage, 
by Irrigation, or by other conser- 
vation practices." 


Sixth, conservation means assur- 


ance that the agricultural plant 
will not break down in the middlo 
of the war. 
Conservation Is the 


only assurance that we will bu 
able to produce at top speed, year 
in and year out, as long as our 
critical needs may last." 


Dr. Bennett praised the farm- 
ers of the Navarro-Hlll soil con- 
servation district for the conser- 
vation work 
they already have 


done, and the work they are car- 
rying out in oo-operation with tha 
district. 


"Every 
conservation 
measure 
properly planned and established, 
every ounce of soil fertility stored, 
and every drop of water conserv- 
ed has bettor prepared American 
lands to grow safely and In great 
quantities the foods and feeds and 
fibers and vegetable oils we must 
have to win the war in the short- 
est time possible," the soil conser- 
vation service official declared.
